It is estimated appropriations for 
this purpose will be unnécessary 
after 1927.

000; for 1927, $110,000,000, and for 
1928 and each year thereafter, 
$100,000,000. 

Clinching the argument there is 
enough money in the Treasury to 
take care of all necessary expendi- 
tures, including tax reduction. the 
réport says: 

Surplus Declared Sufficient. 

“The surplus for this calendar 
year, after allowing for the réeduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in the payment 
of taxes which is expected to be 
made, and the repeal of excise 
taxes contained in the bill now 
pending in the Senate, will be suf- 
ficient to provide for the amount 
necessary in 1925, including any 
payments made to those who are 
entitied to cash during this calen- 
dar year.” 

While the outside figures make 
the annual appropriation begin 
with $110,000,000 for the sinking 


fund, the committee believes that 
$100,000,000 actually will be 
enough.

Adjustment of service pay with 
that. given civilian employes dur- 
ing the war period receives sym- 
pathetic treatment, but is held im- 
possible at this time. 

The principle that men are en- 
titled to some form of pecuniary re- 
ward for having defended their 
country in time of danger is de- 
scribed ag unsound. The minority 
is wholly in favor of giving aid to 
the e@eick and disabled. The only 
adequate reward the veterans can 
have. the minority report says, Is 
“the consciousness of duty glorious- 
ly performed.”

“These funds will amount to 
$135,000,000 in the calendar year
